Across 
Michigan avenue 10,000 people cheered first 
one and then the other with good-natured 
impartiality, but the marchers, openly urged 
to do so by their grand marshals, gave their 
shouts almost entirely for Mr. Bryan.

received more appreciative attention during 
the whole of his speech than did Mr. Bryan 
during his. However, the personal recep- 
tion given to Mr. Bryan was much the more 
A feature of the Electric Park demonstra- 
tion that for a moment gave the assemblage 
u fright was the collapse of the flimsy speak- 
ers’ stand when too many people crowded 
on it to greet Mr. Bryan.

The twentieth century movement of the 
Methodist. Church,“ to save 2,000,000-souls 
before the end of 1901, is about to be put 
under way. The plan was proposed by 
Bishop James M. Thoburn and adopted by 
the General Conference of the church in 
May. It was the chief topic of discussion 
at the first ministers’ meeting of the season, 
held yesterday in the First Methodist 
Church. W. W. Cooper, appointed secretary 
of the movement,.has been at work during 
the summer on the plans, and the und K 
ing is now ready to go before the individual 
churches. 

The plan is, briefly, to enlist 200,000 active 
workers in the movement, including pastors 
and church members, each of whom shall 
pledge himself to secure ten new members 
for the church before Dec. 31, 1901, The 
Methodist Church has a perfect organization, 
and the call will be given first to the Bishops 
and through them to the annual conferences, 
where the Presiding Elders will see that 
each pastor presents the movement to his 
congregation. 

, Committee to Take Up the Work. 

A committee was appointed by the meet- 
ing yesterday to arrange for the taking up 
of the work by individual churches. The 
committee consists of the three Presiding 
Elders of the Chicago district, C. E. Mande- 
ville, H. G. Jackson, and John M. Caldwell, 
and the Rev. F. H. Sheets, the Rev. M. E. 
Cady, and the Rev. R. B. Kester. They 
will act as an advisory committee to work 
with Secretary Cooper in Chicago. 

“A large part of the work ought to be 
done right here in the city,“ said Presiding 
Elder Mandeville. It every member of the 
church should secure one member in a year 


] the movement would go way beyond its 


aim. That would seem a little thing to ask. 
But we are counting out a great many, be- 
cause there is dead timber in the churches.” 
Mr. Cooper has opened offices for the busi- 
ness connected with the movement in the 
Methodist Book Concern Building, Washing- 
ton street. He said of the movement: 
it ts but the beginning of a revival of 
church work, which will go on through the 
Twentieth Century.

Chief Kipley Tells Policemen to Arrest 
Wheelmen and Drivers Failing to

_ Chief of Police Kipley yesterday issued an 
order to commanding officers calling for the 
enforcement of the ordinance requiring all 
vehicles, including bicycles, to carry lamps 
after sunset.

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John W. Gates Back trom Europe, 
Other Directors in Kew York, and 
Meeting Will Be H ef There Today— 
New Plans Bring Company in Com- 
petition with Carnegie Interests— 
Location Said te Be Excellent, with 

‘Plenty of Room. 


The American Steel and Wire 

of New Jersey has under 3 
tor the construction ot an immense Bes- 
semer plant at Waukegan, III., with a ca- 
pacity of 1,000 tons a day and to cost $3 ,000,- 
000. If the plans are carried out, as is 
probable, the company will become a factor 
in the structural steel business. This special 
line is now principally in the hands of the 
Carnegie interests, but if the American Steel 
and Wire enters the field on an extensive 
scale the Pittsburg company will have a 
vigorous competitor in the middle and North- 
western States. 
John W. Gates is back from Europe to at- 
tend a meeting this morning in New York 
City of the directors, which, according to re- 
port, will take up this proposition of enter- 
ing the merchant and structural steel field. 
William Edenborn, Alfred Clifford, John 
Lambert, and other big men of the company 
are also in New York. ' 


Planning to Branch Out 

Reports have been current from time to 
time of late that the company intended to 
branch out from its enormous production 
of plain, galvanized, and barbed wire, field 
and fence netting, nalls and staples, rods and 
bale ties. Last year the company turned 
out 6,500 tons of merchant and structural | 
iron at its mills in the Cleveland district. 
Even this small output called forth a pro- 
test from Pittsburg. 

A visit to the Steel and Wire company's 
property at Waukegan shows that it is fully 
able to accommodate an immense plant 
there. There are forty ecres of land on 
the lake front just north of thé general 
works that are ideally situated Sor the pur- 
pose, and will allow of the Use OF Most 
approved appliances for economical 
handling of the fron ore as it comes from 
the mines until it is turned out a finished 
product. Dock facilities may be had by 
the construction of a wharf at which fron 
ore vessels can unload directly into ore bins 
at the smelters and blast furnaces. A ves- 
gel of ordinary size can be unloaded in one 
day with the services of twelve men. 

The Waukegan plant formerly belonged 
to the Washburn & Moen company of Wor- 
cester, Mass., but passed into the hands of 
the American Steel and Wire company 
when that corporation made a combination 
of a number of the wire and steel plants 
in the country. A large part of the Wau- 
kegan works were destroyed by fire shortly 
afterwards. They have been rebullt on a 
scale of three times as large as before the 
fire, and instead of 400 men will employ 
1,000 when in full operation. Only a part 
of the plant is running, but additional men 
are being put to work every week as new 
machinery is set in place.

reduction of ores on an immense scalé, with 
the idea of manufacturing structural steel 
for building purposes. It has been a secret 
among the officials here that such plans 
were under consideration, but that no defi- 
nite action would be taken until John W. 
Gates’ return from Europe. The way in 
which the new plant here has been laid 
out and the machinery arranged is an in- 
dication that heavier finished material is 
to be handled, such as steel and iron beams, 
channels, plates, and angles, The location 
is an ideal one for a Bessemer steel plant 
of 1,000 tons a day.”

TWO ST. LOUIS POLICEMEN KILLED 


BY CROSSED WIRES. 


Eleven More Are Seriously Hurt in the 
Same Way—Patrolmen Are Shocked 


When Endeaveoring to Telephone ! 


Their Hourly Reports to the Central 
Stations—Trouble Caused by Elee- 
tric Lighting Companies—Respon- 
sibility Not Fixed. . 


St. Louls, Mo., Sept. 8.—[Special.])—Two . 


patrolmen were instantly killed and. eleven 
others horribly burned tonight by the cross- 
ing of the police and electric light wires. 
When the policemen went to their respective 
patrol boxes in the fourth district they re- 
ceived electrie shocks upon taking hold 
of the audiphones. 

The fatalities were at Sixteenth and Carr 
streets and Twelfth and Morgan’ streets. 
The others were injured at various patrol 
boxes in the fourth.

Before the sergeant in charge could re- 
cover his composure anpther man came 
running in and announced that Officer Loony 
was lying dead alongside the box at Twelfth 
and Morgan streets.

Death was in- 
stantaneous in each case. N 

Runners were sent out on electric cars, 
on horseback, and in wagons to notify all 
policemen to keep away from the patrol 
boxes.

Two other dispatches received today from 
China referred to the health of the troops, 
which generally is satisfactory. 


International Negotiations Dragging. 

It cannot be learned that there has been 
any marked advancement of the negotia- 
tions bétween the powers touching the with- 
drawal of the international forces from 
Pekin. The plain indication is that the pow- 
ers are acting upon the information con- 
veyed in the last note of the State depart- 
ment and are bringing all their influence to 
bear upon Russia to induce her to * 
her mind as to withdrawing her troops. 
For some reason the authorities here ap- 
pear to feel a growing confidence that this 
effort will be successful. 

It is noted as a fact of great significance 
that the proposition ig being advanced to 
have Prince Ching return to Pekin as the 
acting head of the Chinese government.

This was all be- 
fore or about 9 a. m. on the 13th, We had 
pushed forward to the limit, and were sen- 


arated from the enemy by a canal or moat 
fifty yal wide and from six to eight feet 
deep water. The ground in our rear, 
where many had fallen, was literally 
swept bullets and shrapnel. | 


“To advance was impossible, and with the 
dead and wounded around us and all of us in 
mud and water from our waists to armpits, 
we determined to hold the place and await 
reinforcements, ammunition, and relief for 
our wounded. | 

About 10 a. m. I decided to send Lieuten- 
ant Lawton with an ordtrly back for help. 
It was a perijous undertaking, but I be- 
lieved he would get through, and he did so 
under a heavy fire, and coolly represented 
all our needs to General Dorward. Some 
reinforcements were sent, about 100, but 
they never reached our front line. Lieuten- 
ant Lawton stood up under fire and ui ged 
them to move on. He then received a svalp 
wound. He then started alone to join me 
and report. We saw him coming and the 
word went along the line, ‘There comes 
Lieutenant Lawton,’ and every man opened 
on the enemy to protect him. I saw him 
stop to pick up something and thought he 
was hit, but he had droppéd his notebooks 
and had coolly stopped to pick them up. On 
he came, and when nearly through he was 
hit in the arm and breast severely, but, 
thank „ not fatally. 

“Captain Brewster and I went to him 
and he calmly and clearly reported the re- 
sult of his perilous mission. There he and 
I, with the dead and wounded about us, re- 
mained under fire until nightfall. He was 
again hit in the sole of the shoe. | 

“A gallant, hefoic little soldier named 
Nelson C. Price, private in Company F, 
Ninth Infantry. attended him and protect- 
ed him with a little bank of earth, which 
was hit many times. The superb heroism 
of this young soldier no doubt saved your 
husband's life and mine as well.

Plot and How It Was

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 3.—A refugee 
from Pekin, whose name is not given, fur- 
nishes the North China Daily News, received 
by the Doric today, ah account of events in 
Pekin; in which he says that the war of the 
Boxers on foreigners was approved by the 
Empress Dowager. The writer says: 

On June 16 the Empress Dowager sud- 


denly issued a decree summoning all the 


Manchu Princes, Dukes, notables, and high 
officials of the six boards and nine Min- 
isters to be present at a grand council to 
be held at once inthe palace. The Manchus 
were first called to asecretaudience. After 
this the Manchus were again called back, 
with those of Chinese descent, in the Em- 
press Dowager’s council-room. The Empress 
Dowager said: ‘The foreign powers have 
brow-beaten and persecuted us in such a 
manner that we cannot endure this any 
longer. We must therefore combine to fight 
all foreigners to the last to save our face 
in the eyes of the world.’ 

„The Empress Dowager declared that in 
this war China would have the Boxers, who 
were invulnerable to bullet and sword, on 
hér side and could not be conquered.”’

To whom much has been given 
from him much is rightfully expected; and 
a heavy burden of responsibility rests upon 
the man of means to justify by his actions 
the social conditions which have rendered 
it possible for him or his forefathers to ac- 
cumulatée and to keep the property he en- 
joys. He is not to be excused if he does 
not render full measure of service to the 
State and to the community at large. 


Two Lessons to Be Learned. 


We must all learn the two lessons, the 


lesson of self-help and the lesson of giving. 


help to and receiving help from our brother. 
There is not a man of us who does not some- 
times slip, who does not sometimes need a 
helping hand. and woe to him who, when 
the chance comes, falls to stretch out that 


helping hand. Yet, though each man can 


and ought thus to be helped at times, he is 
lost beyond redemption if he becomes so 
dependent upon outside help that he feels 
that his own exertions are secondary. Any 


man at times will stumble, and it is t 


n 
our duty to lift him up and set him ae 
feet again; but no man can be permanently 
carried, for if he expects to be carried he 
shows that he is not worth carrying. 


Performance and Promise. 


The one fact which all of us need tok 
steadily before our eyes is the need that 
performance should square with promise 
if good work is to be done, whether in the 
industrial or in the political world. Ni- 
ing does more to prompt mental dis hon F. y 
and moral insincerity than the habit either 
of promising the impossible or of demand- 
ing the performance of the impossible, or 
finally of failing to keep a promise that has 
been made; and it makes not the slightest 
difference whether it is a promise made on 
the stump or off the stump. Remember 
that there are two sides to the wrong thus 
committed. There is first the wrong of fall- 
ing to keep a promise made, and in the next 
place there is the wrong of demanding the 
impossible, and therefore forcing or permit- 
ting weak or unscrupulous men to make a 
promise which they either know, or should 
know, cannot be kept. No small part of our 
troubles in dealing with many of the great- 
est social questions, much as the so-called 
labor question, the trust question, * and 
others like them, arise from these two at- 


titudes. We can do a great deal when we. 


undertake soberly to do the possible. When 
we undertake the impossible we too often 
fail to do anything at all. : 

The success of the law for the taxati 
of franchises recently enacted in New ation 
State, a measure which has resulted in 
putting upon the assessment books nearly 
$200,000,000 worth of property whi had 
heretofore escaped taxation, is an illustra- 
tion of how much can be accomplished when 
effort is made along sane and sober lined, 
with care not to promise the impossible, but 
to make performance square with promise, 
and with insistance on the fact that honest 
is never one-sided, and that in dealing with 
corporations it is necessary both to do 
them and to exact from them full and co 
plete justice. The success of this effor 
made in a resolute, but also a tempera 
and reasonable spirit, shows what can 
done when such a problem is approached 1 
a sound and healthy manner. It offers a 
striking contrast to the complete breakdow 
of the species of crude and violent ant 
trust legislation which has been so often a 
tempted, and which has always failed, *

Indorses Labor Organizatio mm 


How can the wage-earner secure that 


share of the earth’s bounties and the govern- 
ment's protection which he deserves? The 
associations formed by workingmen have 
been productive of much good. ‘The laber 
organization as we now find it is the product 
of industrial conditions. The individual 
found himself at a disadvantage when deal- 
ing With the corporate employer, and the 
organization not only enables him to con- 
tend for his rights upon terms more equal, 
but it stimulates him to study and under- 
stand the conditions which surround him. 


Mr. Bryan said labor organizations have 


done much to bring about the reforms which 

have been secured. They demanded the se- 
cret ballot for their own protection and got 
it. They have lessened the evils of child 
labor and have shortened the hours of toll. 
They have been persistent advocates of the 
doctrine of arbitration, and the speaker said 
he believed the court of arbitration is one 
of the certainties of the future. vi 


Brief Allusion to Money Questi 
The speaker referred to the evils of the 


present method of electing United States 
Senators and urged their selection by direct 
vote of the people. He said another ques- 
tion that affected the laboring man vitally 
is representation in the Cabinet, because 
then there would be some one directly inter- 
ested in his welfare and acquainted with his 
needs and the grievances that might arise. 
The sole reference made by the speaker 
to the monetary question was contained in 


the following paragraph: 


„Mr. Gompers, the chief executive of the 


Federation of Labor, has in his correspond- 
ence with the Secretary of the Treasury 
so ably presented the laboring men’s ons 
for opposing a gold standard and a national 
bank currency that it is not necessary to 
discuss those questions at this time.” 


.- Condemns the Trusts. 
Mr. Bryan then turned his attention to the 


trusts, which he said the laboring man has 
abundant need to fear. He quoted Charles 
R. Flint as saying in a speech delivered in 
Boston that in case of local strikes or fires 
the work goes on elsewhere, thus preventing 
serious loss.“ Is it possible,” Mr. Bryan 
asked, that any wage earner can fail to 
see how completely the trust places the em- 
ployé at the mercy of the employer?“ 


‘Talks of Paramount Issue.” 
The paramount issue ot the campaign 


from a Democratic standpoint received more 
consideration from Mr. Bryan than any 
other question. In discussing it he said: 


The resolutions adopted by various labor 


organizations in condemnation of militarism 
and imperialism justify me in making a brief 
reference to those questions. No class con- 
tributes more than the laboring class, in 
proportion to its numbers, to the rank and 
file of the army; no class contributes more 
in proportion to its numbers to the expense 
of the army; and no class is more menaced 
by the existence of a large army. Most of 
the countries in Europe which maintain 
large military establishments collect an in- 
come tax which adjusts the burden of the 
government to the income of the citizen. 
Here our federal taxes are largely collected 
upon consumption, and while they are in- 
come taxes in the sense that they must be 
paid out of the incomes of the people, yet 
the exactions are not proportionate to the 
incomes. The taxes upon consumption bear 
bea viest upon the poor and lightest upon the 
rich and are, in fact, graded income taxes, 
the per cent collected decreasing as the in- 
come increases. 


“If this nation adheres to the doctrine 


that governments derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed, and the 
people have an easy and ready means of cor- 
recting all abuses, the government will not 
need to be supported by a large permanent 
army, for every citizen will be ready to do- 
fend such a government from attack. The 
only domestic use for a large standing army 
is to suppress by force that discontent which 
should be cured by legislation. 


Advocates Intellectual Development. 


“To support a permanent army of 100,000 


men requires approximately one-half as 
much money as is annually expended for 
education in the United States. How much 
cheaper it is to uplift people by the gentle 
and peaceful process of intellectual develop- 
ment than to blow them up with powder and 


“Imperialism involves a departure from 


principles which were universally accepted 
in this country until within two years. To 
know that all men are created equal one 
needs not the wisdom of the sage or the learn- 
ing of the schools. It was declared to be a 
self-evident truth; it was evident to those 
who pledged their lives to the maintenance 
of the Declaration of Independence, and it is 
evident still to those who are not blinded by 
the glamour of wealth and the glittering 
promises ofa colonial system. If all men are 
created equal and endowed with inalienable 
rights, it follows as a logical and necessary 
sequence that governments were instituted 
for the welfare of all and derive their just 
powers from the consent of the governed. 
On the preservation of this doctrine our hopes

Bryan. 


Led by the members of the Building Trades 
council, whose members have suffered hard- 
ships during the seven months’ strike, 16,283 
members of Chicago labor organizations, 
a little more than half of the average esti- 
mate made on Sunday, took part in the Labor 
day parade yesterday morning. Past the 
reviewing stand, the Auditorium balcony, 
occupied by Governor Roosevelt, William 
J. Bryan, Richard Yates, Samuel Alschuler, 
Senator William E. Mason, Mayor Harrison, 
and others the long file of men moved, 
through lanes formed by people composing 
the largest crowd that ever witnessed a 
Labor day parade. As they passed the re- 
viewing stand the members of the various 
labor organizations kept up continuous ap- 
plause for the Democratic candidate for 
President. The Republican candidate for 
Vice President received noticeable applause 
on only two or three occasions, The applause 
for the Gubernatorial candidates was scant. 

The stormy greetings for Mr. Bryan were 
stimulated by the business agents and mar- 
shals of the parade. As the various unions 
approached the grand stand the marshals 
rode up and down the lines commanding 
their men to yell for Bryan, and the result 
was a continuous call for the Democratic 


candidate. 
Decrease in Number of Marchers. 


Although the crowd that witnessed the 
parade was the largest that has ever gath- 
ered on Labor day and the enthusiasm the 
greatest ever noted, the number of march- 
ers was considerably smaller than it has 
been for the last two years. This is at- 
tributable to the desertions caused by the 
seven months’ strike. The decrease was 
particularly noticeable among the unions 
composing the first section of the parade. 
These unions form the Building Trades 
council. Every man that could possibly 
be in line had been warned to parade under 
the penalty of a fine of $5. Despite the 
endeavors of the leaders the Building Trades 
council was represented by only 4,980 mem- 
bers of twenty unions out of a member- 
ship that President Carroll said under oath 
was in the neighborhood of 50,000. 

Three of the most important unions in 
the Building Trades council, the Stonecut- 
ters’, Stone Carvers’, and Plasterers’, had no 
representatives in line. Seven smaller 
unions were also unrepresentcd. President 
Edward Carroll of the Building Trades 
council, who was recently defeated for re- 
election as Financial Secretary of the 
Plasterers’ union, was the only member of 
that union among the marchers. 


Herman Lilien in the Lead. 


Herman Lilien, who acted as official 
standard bearer, was the first union man in 
the parade. He was seated in a carriage 
and carried a large American flag. Follow- 
ing him were Marshal Edward Carroll and 
his aids and members of the various unions 
seated in carriages. 

The crowd across from the Auditorium 
had been waiting since 8 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and was prepared to drown all applause 
for the Republican candidate. Several of 
those in the crowd forced their way to the 
front and led in the cheering with the regu- 
larity of college chorus leaders. When 
cheers for Roosevelt were called for the 


‘crowd became offensive and yelled ‘* Cut it 


out!’ O, shut up!“ 
The unions followed in order, and it was 
nearly three hours before the bill posters 


| closed the line.

UNIQUE PARADE IN GOTHAM. 


Labor Union Which Founded the Holi- 
day Fails to Arrange for Any 
General Celebration. 


New York, Sept. 3.—[{Special.)—Bright 
skies and fair breezes today maintained the 
traditions of Labor day. Since the holiday 

as-instituted eighteen years ago, through 
the efforts of the old Central Labor unſon, it 


_has never been marred by rain. 


The Central Federated ‘union, lineal de- 
scendant of the organization which founded 
the holiday, forgot all about the holiday 
this year until it was too late to organize 
a parade. In Manhattan and the Bronx 
the only labor organizations which public- 
ly celebrated the holiday were the United 
Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s union and 
the United Brothertidod of Carpenters and 
Joiners. About 20,000 men participated in 
the various parades. 
In point of picturesqueness the house- 
smiths’ parade was the feature of thé day. 
The union has a strike on its hands on the 
new East River bridge, which served as a 
stimulus to turn out almost the entire mem- 
bership of the union. About 1. 00 men were 
formed in line at 10:30 a. m. at Central Hall. 


The feature of the parade consisted of four 


big floats. One was a model in wood of one 
of the towers of the new East River bridge, 


about fifteen feet high, and built to the scale 
of the real bridge tower. The float on which 


it was erected was drawn by six horses, 
Another float, also drawn by six horses, bore 
a hoisting engine in operation, with a full 
crew of ten workmen; another a hoisting 
derrick, and a fourth specimens of orna- 
mental architectural iron work. 


NO NEW TRUST LAW NEEDED. 


Former Attorney General Monett of 
Ohio Says Workers Must Compel 
Enforcement of Statutes. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 3.—Former Attorney 
General Monett, in a speech delivered at the 
Labor day picnic in this Aty today, declared 
that the State and national statutes were 
adequate to destroy all trusts, if enforced. 
Advising the labor organizations as to what 
he believed to be their duty, he said: 

There is a remedy in government for 
every wrong in the year 1900, as well as in 
the sixteenth century, when the trust doc- 
trine was first announced. Governmental offi- 
cials of the nations in the ages past have too 
often sown the seeds of dissolution by their 
indifference, bribery, and neglect until the 
rumbli{ng of the masses and the red flames of 
anarchy and the wan arms of starvation 
have risen in their wrath and righted these 
grievous wrongs.” 


WORKERS OBJECT TO SPEECH. 


L. G. Bohmrich, Nominee for Governor 
of Wisconsin, Talks Politics in 
Milwaukee Address. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 3.—[Special.]— 
Louls G. Bohmrich, the Democratic candi- 
date for Governor, spoke at the picnic which 
the Building Trades council held at National 
Park today. The address was political al- 
most in its entirety, and for that reason he 
was subjected to a steady stream of inter- 


ruptions from men in the audience who ob- 


jected to his sentiments, 

Richard Powers of Chicago, head of the 
Seaman's union, followed Mr. Bohmrich and 
denounced him for bringing politics into the 
meeting. He denied the statements of the 
Democrat and said he himself had come from 
the Philippines and could indorse the McKin- 
ley policy toward the islanders. 

Mr. Powers justified the Chicago lockout, 
saying it was not the result of an attempt to 
cut wages, but to prevent the walking dele- 
gates from sandbagging the employers.

ROB IN SIGHT OF A CROWD. 


Three Men Hold Up Peter Oppdal in 
Ohio Street—Later Two Are 


Arrested. 


The presence of a score of spectators did 
not save Peter Oppdal, 214 Grand avenue, 
from the hands of three robbers in Ohio 
street, between Center avenue and May 
street, last evening. The men pressed close 
around their victim, and while one of them 
held a revolver at his head the others robbed 
him of a watch and 635. In taking the watch 
an accident occurred, and the timepiece was 
thrown into the street. The sight of the 
flying watch gave the spectators an inkling 
of what was taking place before them, and 
‘a cry of robber was set up. The three 
men ran, throwing away the revolver. Later 
two of them returned, looking for the wea- 
pon, and were arrested. They gave the 
names of John Nolan and D. J. Halloran. 

Four men robbed the till in Albert Bach’s 
saloon in Hammond, Ind., yesterday noon, 
taking $55.

The condition of Mr. Sewall was unchanged 


at midnight. He had not regained conscious- 


ness, and it was stated by the physicians 
that there was absolutely no hope for his 
recovery. His death is expected at any 
moment, and probably he will not come out 
of the stupor in which he has lain since he 
was stricken. The family is about the bed- 


Arthur Sewall was born at Bath, Me., Nov. 
25, 1835. He comes from a family illustrious 
on both sides of the watery The first Sewall 
to arrive in the United States settled in New 
York in 1734. Dummes Sewall, the great- 
grandfather of Arthur Sewall, removed to 
Bath in 1762. He purchased the large tract 
of land which forms the Sewall estate and 
on which stands the big shipyard of Arthur 
Sewall & Co. The firm was established in 
1828 by William D. Sewall, and the first 
vessel owned by it was the Diana; a small 
trader. From this beginning the house has 
developed to its present proportions—the 
owner of a huge fleet of the largest sailing 
merchantmen afloat. In the seventy-seven 
years of its existence the firm has built and 
‘owned over a hundred vessels, trading in 


nearly every port in the world. William D. 


Sewall was succeeded in 1854 by his sons 
under the firm name of E. & A. Sewall, ship- 
builders and commission merchants. Later 
it became Arthur Sewall & Co., Mr. Sewall 


taking into the firm his son William and 


nephew, Samuel S. Sewall. 


Mr. Sewall was President of the Maine 


Central railroad from 1884 to 1893, is Presi- 
dent of the Bath National Bank, and is an 


officer or director in nearly every corporation 


in Bath. 
He became active in politics in 1888, when 
he was elected Democratic National com- 


-‘mitteeman. The nomination for Vice Presi- 


dent in Chicago in 1896 came to him as a sur- 
prise. He was a delegate to the convention 
and left the hall before the balloting com- 
menced. While on board an Illinois Central 
train bound for down-town he overheard a 
man who had caught the train as it was leav- 
ing Sixty-third street tell another passenger 
that Arthur Sewall had just been nominated 
for Vice President. He had never met 
Bryan, and upon his arrival at his hotel 
was taken over to the Clifton House and in- 
troduced to the head of the ticket. 

Mr. Sewall was married in 1859 to Miss 
Emma D. Croaker of Bath. He has two 
sons, Harold M. and William. Harold M.

on Dec. 21, 1846. 

In 1863 he found employment as a laborer 
on the construction of a Western railroad 
and afterwards drove cattle for the 
Quartermaster’s department of the federal 

‘army in Tennessee. He then joined a bridge 
building corps at Chattanooga and was mus- 
tered out of service at the close of the war. 

In 1865 Mr. Lewelling taught a negro school 
at Mexico, Mo., under the. charge of the 
Freedman’s Aid society and had day and 
evening classes. 

Afterwards he drove a mule on the Erie 
Canal, worked as a section hand on a rail- 
road, became a bridgebuilder in Iowa, and 
taught classes in a Quaker school. 

Mr. Lewelling represented Iowa in the 
national conferences of charities, held at 
St. Louis, Washington, and Louisville, and 
was a member of and for a time President 
of the Iowa State Normal School board. In 
1880 he starter at Des Moines the Capital, 
an anti-ring Republican newspaper, and edit- 
ed it for two years. 

In 1887 Mr. Lewelling removed to Wichita, 
Kas., where he engaged in commercial busi- 
ness. He was made the Liberal candidate for 
Secretary of State in 1888. but was defeated. 
His conservative views, however, gained for

him the nomination by the Democratic and 


Populist parties of the fusion candidacy for 
Governor of Kansas in 1802 and he was elect- 
ed by a plurality of 5,432. ;

TEST WILL SOON BE MADE 


IIlinois Central Railroad Com- 
pany Will Give New Fuel 
a Trial. 


With the cotperation of railroad compa- 
nies through the use of powdered coal, City 
Smoke Inspector Schubert hopes to con- 
vert Chicago into a smokeless city, free from 
the soot and cinders of locomotives and 
river tugs and the grime of smokestacks of 
business buildings.

de relieved of a long-standing nuisance. 


Tests in Down-Town Buildings. 


‘Bimilar tests will be made in down-town 
buildings, in which the conditions for smoke 
prevention are the worst ifi the city. Prep- 
arations are nearly complete for the test 
both by the Illinois Central and by the city. 
The Smoke Inspector believes he has se- 
cured the means of making his jurisdiction 
over the smokestacks of the city thorough- 
ly effective for the first time. 

The Smoke Inspector and the city of- 
clals have acknowledged their inability to 
prevent the flooding of the city by offend- 
ers in the down-town district. It has been 
stated in extenuation that when a prop- 
erty-owner was using every known device 
to prevent the nuisance and they could rec- 
ommend nothing to him further prosecution 
under the smoke nuisance ordinance be- 
came persecution. If tests substantiate the 
claims made for the powdered coal device 
the city will have authority to demand com- 
pllance with the ordinance. 


How the Process Works. 


The process by which the powdered coal 
is consumed provides for forcing the pul- 
verized fuel into the fire by a blast. It is 
converted into gas by the great heat of the 
fire, into which it is sprayed, and this burns 
under the boilers. In tests which have been 
made it has been found that a steady steam 
pressure can be maintained and the boilers 
sustain no injury from the flames. 


City Inspector Hopeful. 


“If the city once can secure a device 
which will prevent smoke it will be easy to 
enforce its use without seeming to favor 
the promoters of the scheme,“ said Smoke 
Inspector Schubert.

It cannot 
benefit one coal company to the disadvantage 
of another, because any grade of coal can 
be used after it has been pulverized.”

BRYAN’S PHILIPPINE POLICY. 
Mr. Bryan wishes to be elected Presi- 
dent that he may crush out “the doctrine 
of imperialism,” which, he says, is “ the 
doctrine of the bully and the coward.” 
This is a description which fits perfectly 
that Philippine policy which Mr. Bryan 
has made known to the public and which 
he intends to ask Congress to concur in 
at once if he is elected. 
That policy is the policy of the coward 
because it proposes that the United States 


in the Philippines; that it shall refuse to 
carry out the agreements with Spain con- 
tained in the treaty with that nation; and 
that it shall confess itself afraid to at- 
tempt to govern some distant islands. That | 
policy which calls for the desertion of friend- 
ly Filipinos who have put faith in the 
assurances of American protection which 
have been given them and of the aban- 
donment of Spaniards and other white men, 
of the Chinese, and of the white men’s City 
of Manila to Malays, embittered by a long 
contest and a succession pf defeats, is the 
policy of the coward. 

The proposition that the United States, 
after having built a house of cards and 
called it a stable Malay government, shall 
warn all foreign nations to keep their 
hands off and not molest that government, 
no matter what it may do, under penalty 
of incurring the displeasure of the United 
States, is the policy of the bully. For 
a Filipino republic such as Mr. Bryan pro- 
poses to set up and defend with the armed 
forces of the United States would begin 
at once outraging the rights of the citizens of 
foreign nations who might visit the Philip- 
pine Islands for commercial or other pur- 


poses. 

If this policy of the bully were adhered 
to the United States would be soon in violent 
collision with all the leading nations of 
Burope. If it endeavored to defend its 
Filipino government it would be plunged 
into an abyss of militarism deeper far than 
that into which Mr. Bryan says the coun- 
try will be hurled if he is, not elected 
President. It would be necessary to draft 
soldiers and press sailors to fill the armies 
and the fleets. 

Probably this would not happen, how- 
ever. When ft came to the pinch Mr. Bryan’s 
pacific instincts would reassert themselves. 
The policy of the bully would give way to 
that of the coward. A Bryan administra- 
tion would desert and leave to its fate the 
Filipino government it had rigged up, with 
no more compunction than when it bad 
previously abandoned to their fate*those 
Filipinos who have submitted themselves 
cheerfully to the sovereignty of the United 
States. 


The eltiseus of the United States would 
behold Germany, Japan, or some other 
masterful nation in possession of the 
Philippines, giving that protection to per- 
sons and property which Mr. Bryan asserts 
the people of the United States are in- 
competent to give. 


CIVIL RULE FOR FILIPINOS. — 

With the beginning of September the 
United States commission headed by Judge 
Taft assumed charge of the government of 
the Philippine Islands. Henceforth the 
Filipinos will be under a civil instead of a 
military rule, but it is not probable that 
there can be any radical change in the sitna- 
tion ‘so long as Mr. Bryan’s party in the 
United States continues to foment insurrec- 
tion. The samé dispatch that announces 
the change to a civil government also states 
that the rebels have shown increased ac- 
tivity since the beginning of the Presidential 
contest. They may be expected to terrorize 
all localities in their power until after the 
November elections | 

A majority of the Filipinos desire peace 
and the resumption of business under Amer- 
ican rule, but they are afraid to avow them- 
selves openly to that effect so long as Bryan 
threatens to withdraw American ‘protec- 
tion and leave them at the mercy of Aguinal- 
do's ruffians. They know that if this were 
to happen they would at once. become the 
victims of a fearful retaliation. The insur- 
gents have lost no opportunity to wreak 
vengeance on the friendlies. An insurgent 
General in the Province of Laguna put to 


death all the officeholders ‘installed by the 


Americans, and to this fate Mr. Bryan pro- 
poses to abandon all our allies or support- 
ers. Under these circumstances it is not 
strange the friendly Filipinos are chary 
about ayowing their loyalty. If the only re- 
ward is to be the withdrawal of American 
protection and their surrender into the 
hands of a murderous enemy next year, they 
prefer to keep silence and not take sides 
elther way. | 

Until the Presidential question is settled 
it is to be expected that Aguinaldo’s insur- 
gents will do all they can to keep the islands 
in turmoil. The next two months are like- 
ly to be bloody and chaotic, thanks to Mr. 
Bryan's encouragement of anarchy in the 
islands. Until after that time Judge Taft 
and his fellow-commissfoners will probably 
be unable to accomplish much. The Amer- 
ican soldiers will continue to protect the 
lives and property of the peaceful natives 
wherever possible, but the majority of the 
Filipinos cannot be expected to trust their 


safety i: a flag on which they cannot de- 
pend. If Aguinaldo’s American friend is 
defea for the Presidency the commis- 
sion’s work of reconstruction can proceed 
with renewed chances of success.

Is THIS CIVILIZATION? 

The story told by the Associated Press 
of the scenes enacted by some of the for- 
eign traops on the road between Tien Tsin 
and Pekin is not only shocking in its de- 
tails but a disgrace to Western civiliza- 
tion. The worst outrages charged against 
the Boxers are mild in comparison with 
the enormities practiced by the Russian 
and French soldiers, who were left unre- 
strained to loot and slaughter unoffending 
natives at will. It is to the credit of the 
Germans, English, Japanese, and Ameri- 
cans that they behaved themselves with 
some regard to discipline and humanity 
and that the officers of the last two ex- 
erted themselves successfully to protect 
property and life, | 
It was not so, however, with the Rus- 
sians and French. They engaged in an 
orgy of plunder and slaughter and left be- 
hind them a wake of devastation in the 
Pei-Ho Valley. The homes of the people 
and their food products were ruthlessly 
destroyed. The shops were looted, and 
what ct not be carried away was 


trampled under foot and smashed. Vil- 
lages were burned. The inhuman Cossacks 
butchered inoffensive men, women, and 
children for sport. Natives trying to get 
back to their homes and farmers working 
in their fields were used as targets 
by t wretches. The dispatch says: 
“ The cks would pick up children 
barely enough to walk, hold them by 
the ankles, and beat their brains out on 
the sidewalks. The American officers at 
Taku, days after the fighting was finished, 
saw Russians bayonet children and throw 
old men into the river, clubbing them to 
death when they tried toswim. The Rus- 
sians killed women who knelt before them 
and begged for mercy. Coolies were killed 
while trotting along the roads with their 
loads und farmers when trying to gather 
in their grain.” And the Russian offiéers 
looked on without protest or making any 
efforts to restrain their soldiers! 

In view of such outrages as these it is 
not ‘consistent to inveigh against the cruel- 
ties of the Boxers or the uncivilized con- 
ditions of the Chinese people, Western 
civilization has no reason to boast itself 
over Eastern. On the other hand, it should 
hide its face in shame. War at its best 
is ‘here but such methods of warfare 


as these are the outcome of brute sav- 
agery and are a striking commentary upon 
Western civilization. The yellow terror 
pales in the presence of the Cossack terror. 
It will | be a relief not only to Chinese but 
to humane persons everywhere when Rus- 
sia’s proposal is accepted and its troops 
are withdrawn and negotiations for peace 
begin. In the meantime, the missionaries 
who e been laboring so zealously to con- 
vert Chinese to Christianity might trans- 
fer their field of labor to the Cossacks, 
who have not only devastated the Pei-Ho 
Valley, but according to another dispatch 
are exterminating the Chinese in Man- 
churia.

ANSWERS ITS OWN ARGUMENTS. 
The Atlanta (Ga.) Journal is doing its best 


are bitterly partisan. It can see nothing 
good about the administration of President 
McKinley, and it consistently denounces 
every policy of the Republican party. It 
declares that a continuation of the present 
administration will bring ruin to the coun- 
try, and warns its readers in double-leaded 
extravaganzas to vote for Bryan if they 
wish to avoid the poorhouse. 

On its own editorial page and in a column 
immediately adjoining one of its tremendous 
philippics against Republicanism the Jour- 
nal unconscioutly furnishes an absolutely 
complete and overpowering answer to its 
own arguments, if they may be dignified by 
that name.

On 
every hand in this city signs and promises of new 
development are to be seen. Both capital and 
labor are now employed here to a larger extent 
than ever before. Both are employed profitably 
and in the production of grand results. 

How it is possible for a sane and reason- 
able man to advise people to repudiate the 
policies which have produced the results de- 
scribed and to indorse policies which are 
exactly the opposite it is difficulttosee. If 
Atlanta is now enjoying an unusual and 
gratifying prosperity it would seem the part 
of wisdom to retain in power the adminis- 
tration Which has made such prosperity 
possible. If both capital and labor are em- 
ployed in Atlanta to a larger extent than 
ever before, and if “both are employed 
profitably,” both laborer and _ capitalist 
ought to be satisfied with present conditions, 
and would be worse than foolish were they 
to attempt to change them. 

Such prosperity as the Chicago of the 
South is now enjoying does not come by | 
chance. It was predicted four years ago 
by Mr. Bryan that Republican success 
would stagnate industry and practically 
ruin the country.

SIOUX CITY AND DAVENPORT. 
Sioux City has drawn a blank in the cen- 
sus lottery, while Davenport has drawn a 
prize. There is sorrow in the city on the 
Missouri, for there has been a decline in 
population of 4,695 during the decade. The 
citizens are not inclined to accept a finding 
which contradicts all the theories as to popu- 
lation based on the school census and the city

The fact 
seems to be that ten years ago there was a 
period of speculation in Sioux City, which 
attracted there many persons who left when 
the speculative bubble burst. There may 
also have been a little padding of the re- 
turns. This is more likely to happen in 
Western cities, where the spirit of municipal 
rivalry is so strong and a gain in popula- 
tion seems of so much importance, than it is 
in Eastern cities. 

Davenport has had a healthy growth 
during the decade. It has gained 8,382 in- 
habitants, giving it a present population of | 
85,254. It has gone ahead of Sioux City, 
and if it has managed to overtake Dubuque 
will be the second city in the State. Des 
Moines, of course, will be first. Davenport 
has done better than Quincy, a little farther 
down the river. That town gained only 
4,758 people. Elmira, N. Y., a larger town 
than Davenport, has added only 4,779 to its 
population in the last ten years. 

So, when compared with other cities of 
about the same size and like conditions, 
Davenport has done quite well. Its citizens 
have good reason to be satisfied. But, while 
Pawtucket, R. I., had 27,633 inhabitants in 
1890, it has 39,231 now. This increase of 
41.95 per cent is due to the fact that Paw- 
tucket is a mill town. The manufacturing 


because conditions have been so favorable 
to American manufactures during the last 
four years. The city which is the trading 
‘center of a thriving agricultural region is 
sure to grow, but it cannot expect the rapid 
growth of the manufacturing towns. 


.. BUSINESS STREETS. 

During the years 1897 to 1899, inclusive, 
138 miles of pavement were laid in this city, 
the major part being asphalt, brick, or mac- 


doubtless surpass the average for those three 
years. One of the distinctive features of the 
improvements in this line has been the lay- 
ing of three sections of asphalt, each being 
one or two blocks in length, in streets used 
for ordinary traffic in the business center. 

It is no special cause for public pride that 
these experiments had to be initiated and 
carried out under the direction of adjacent 
ewners instead of by the Board of Public 
Improvements. But their effect upon the 
cleanliness and quiet of the business district, 
the comfort of carriage passengers, and the 
saving of draft force is not lessened by that 
fact. The great superiority in respect to the 
last two items of smooth pavements on 
much used streets is shown by the way in 


narrow strip of asphalt in Michigan avenue, 
between Randolph street and the river. 
Their preference for this is such that dur- 
ing the day they crowd the cyclist almost 
completely off his intended preserve. 
Bnffalo has usually been regarded as the 
pioneer city in the extension of asphalt pav- 
ing, not only in residence districts, but Main 
street, the chief thoroughfare of that city, 
has for years been covered with such a 
pavement, including the spaces next the car 
tracks. Detroit has for a considerable 
period used asphalt for some of its busiest 
streets, and the same is true of Washing- 
ton. New York, under Mayor Strong, ex- 
tended the use of asphalt into the tenement- 
house neighborhoods, with most beneficent 


services to the Mayor, and by the scandal- 
ous defects observable today in pavements 
laid under the supervision of Mr. McGann 


and his subordinates within the last year. 
Our pavements teach us at what cost in 
municipal backwardness and in indirect 
business loss local government is managed 
for partisan ends. Fine pavements and 
practical politics are not natural allies. 
Properly laid, however, such pavements are 
an invaluable addition to the business prater 


of a city.

ISS POTTER WRITES A ROMANCE 
oF KING JOHN’S TIME. —

Monastic Lite- Author Presents the 
Reluctant Giver of the Magna Charta

ARGARET HORTON POTTER, 

daughter of O. W. Potter of this 

elty, is the author of a historical 

novel just issued by A. C. McClurz 

& Co. under the title, “ Uncanon- 
ed. The wind that more than a year ago 
stirred up a ripple of local excitement rela- 
tive to Miss Potter's first literary venture, 
however adverse it may have seemed, was 
not wholly ill, since it now serves to bring 
into early notice this second book. The 
reader oft Uncanoniszed“ will-find nothing 
in it to warrant a severely critical attitude. 
Moreover, he will find it impossible to con- 
sider the book entirely apart from the iden- 
tity of its young author, and in this relation, 
which according to Sainte-Beuve is the fair- 
est to take in regard to any literary work, 
ft presents an aspect that inspires nothing 
go much as wonder. 

Miss Potter has chosen ponderous material 
for her book and she handles it with a ter- 
rible earnestness if not always with grace 

‘and ease. The events which serve as her 
background are drawn from English history 
at the beginning of the thirteenth century. 
The times are those of King John and the 

Charta. In her portrayal of King 
John the author goes so far as to depart 
from all preconceived notions, and presents 
him in a wholly new light, due, she says, 


to her own research. Miss Potter’s John 


is a most lovable monarch, who did not 
murdér his nephew Arthur, who was not 
unkind to his Queen, who was perfectly 
justified in his-attitude toward the church, 
and who was on the whole more unfortunate 
than wicked. Though she may be charged 
with presumption and with twisting history 
to give King John this character, she ac- 
complishes her object with no mean success 
and manages to be vastly entertaining in the 


process. 

Miss Potter calls her work a romance 
of English monachism.’’ In her picture of 
monastic life there is a strong personal ele- 
ment. Not only is her exposition of the cus- 
toms and life at Canterbury and Glaston- 
bury merciless, but her comments are ex- 
pressed with a violent prejudice that spoils 
the effect of some of her best scenes. Be- 


sides it greatly weakens her portrayal of 


John by throwing it in the light of partisan- 
ship. 
Moving in and out among the great ones 


of the story is its chief figure, Anthony Fitz- 


Hubert, son of Waiter Hubert, Archbishop 
of Canterbury. Having deen brought up 
amid the gay life at the English court, he is 
iil-fitted for. monastic life by training, as.

Hubert lies dyInge, the awful punishment 
that he feels sure awaits him beyond the 
grave for his one great sin drives him toa

Indeed, he 
bids fair to prove a far more useful member 
of society than his melancholy father; who 
spends so much of his time on this side of 
the Atlantic. 
Lord Bray is an advanced and somewhat 
narrow-minded Roman Catholic, utterly 
lacking in all that sympathy for the various 
interests of English national life that ren- 
ders his céreligionist, the Duke of Norfolk, 
so universally popular. Lord Bray mixes 
little in society, has no sporting tastes, al- 
though ‘his estates lie in the center of a 
hunting district, and rarely rides. He is 
entirely wrapped up in questions of internal 
administration of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and, like most converts, is disposed 
to be excessive in his seal in the work of 
proselytism in England, insisting upon an 
aggressive policy on the part of the church. 
Lord Bray may be said to be indebted 
for his honors to his mother, who was a 
in her own right when she married 
r. Wyatt Edgell, by whom she had three 
sons, the present Lord Bray being the 
youngest. One of his elder brothers was 
killed at the battle of Ulundi during the Zulu 
war twenty years ago. Lord Bray on suc- 
ceeding to his mother’s peerage dropped his 
father’s patronymic of Wyatt Edgell and 
assumed by royal license his mother’s hame 
of Verney Cave instead. 
The Verney Caves are of ancient family 
and claim to have the blood of King Edward 
III. in their veins, while the Lords of Braye 
figure conspicuously in the pages of English 
history, one of them having been Prime 
Minister to King Henry VII., and remaining 
on record as having united by marriage the 
royal houses of York and Lancaster, thus 
bringing to a happy termination the long and 
sanguinary war of the roses. 
Ancient as is the family of the bridegroom, 
that of the bride ts still more ancient. 
For among the treasures of the Pusey 
family, to which the famous Oxford ec- 
clesiastic and founder of the school of Pu- 
seyism belonged, is the Pusey horn, which is 
900 years old. It dates from the time of the 
Danish invasion. The Danes were first 
seen a mile south of Pusey, in Berkshire, by 
a Pusey cowherd, who blew his horn tosuch 
good purpose that the surrounding popuia- 
tion assembled in sufficient force to repel 
the invaders. Hence the legend, according 
to which the Pusey lands are held by ten- 
ure of sounding a hosn in case of an invasion

PARADE IS THE FEATURE OF THE 
FIRST DAY AT DETROIT. 


Convention of the National Association 
Will Begin Its Business Sessions To- 
day—Contest Over the Presidency Is 


Dropped—Columbus and Chattanoo- 
ga Will Bid for the Next Gathering— 


Postmasters Also Assemble in the 
Michigan City.

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 3.— [Special. I— The 
parade was the feature of today’s proceed- 
ings of the National Letter Carriers’ asso- 
Clation, as it was the first official act of the 
convention. About 3,500 of the gray coats 
were in line, and their appearance evoked 
many cheers all along the line of march. 
Chicago had sixty men in line, and these 
were followed by the rest of the Illinois dele- 
gation. The Chicago men were under com- 
mand of C. B. Graham. 

At the reception tonight it was announced 
that the first prize for the best appearance in 
the parade this afternoon, $50 in gold, went 
to Columbus, O. Toledo took second prise 
of $30, and Ann Arbor, Mich., third, $20. 

The morning was given over to the work 
of the Credentials committee. The commit- 
tee was also at work last night and expects 
to have its report in shape for presentation 
tomorrow. 


No Contest on Presidency. 


‘A change took place in the politics of the 
convention today after the announcement 
of Vice President Duffy of Chicago that 
he would not be a candidate for the Presi- 
dency. Up to today he has been in the race 
and it was expected that a strong fight 
would be made between him and President 
Parsons of New York, who is out for re- 
election. Members of the Illinois delegation 
said yesterday they were out strong for 
Mr. Duffy and every one wae looking for- 
ward to a hot contest. This has all been 
knooked on the head by the shift today. The 
Illinois men will not give the reasoe for 
the different aspect of affairs and Mr. Duffy 


shows no desire to discuss the matter, but 


it is said by others that Parsons showed 
such strength that for the sake of harmony 
it was thought better for Duffy to withdraw.

J. H. SMITH CHARGED WITH 
APPROPRIATING MONEY 
OF INDUSTRIAL UNION, 


Former President of the Labor Organ- 
ization Disappears and Warrants 
Are Out for His Arrest—Woodwork- 
ers May Strike Today. 


Warrants are out for the arrest of J. H. 
Smith, former President of the Industrial 
union, on the charge of having appropriated 
to his own use $100 belonging to the emer- 
gency fund of the union. Mr. Smith is said 
to have left the city, as the efforts of con- 
stables and policemen have failed to discover 
his whereabouts. In consequence of his al- 
leged misappropriation he was deposed from 
the office of President of the Industrial union 
at a special meeting Saturday night and 
Art Symms was elected to the office. 

Members of the organization say that Mr. 
Smith had been under suspicion for some 
time prior to the demand made upon him two 
weeks ago to turn over the money in his pos- 
session to a bonded officer of the union. 
He is said to have promised to do so at first, 
but later admitted he = have it. Since 
then he has failed to pu an appearance 
at the headquarters of the union, 205 Fifth 
avenue, and last Thursday an officer of that 
body swore out a warrant for his arrest on 
the charge of embezzling funds of the 
organization. 

It is said the missing funds were lost in 
speculating on the Board of Trade. Smith 
had been the Presa of the union from its 
inception last March. 

At the meeting Saturday night E. E. Peck 
resigned from the Vice Presidency of the 
organization and was elected Treasurer. . 
Mack was chosen Vice President in his 
place. 

The union has applied for a national char- 
ter at Springfield, and it is expected this 
will be received today. The purpose is to 
organize an extensive system o locals both 
in Chicago and other cities. it claims to 
have a4 of 
Chicago. Its cers a 
peice on a new system of graded work- 
men with reference to their individual ca- 
pacity in their respective trades. The wage 
settle now provides only for first-class me- 
chanics. 

The crucial period in the woodworkers’ 
trouble will come this morning, when all the 
men will be called but of all mills whose pro- 
prietors refuse to sign the scale. A dozen 
mills are said to have signed. There is little 
doubt that a strike will be inaugurated in 
twenty or thirty mills this morning.

Iowa Farmer Removes Wife’s Remains 
to Chicago and Puzzles Health De- 


partment Officials. 


One of the oddest cases that ever came 
up for decision before the Chicago Board 
of Health was settled yesterday when a 
burial permit was issued for the body of 
Mrs. J. E. Johnson, who died at Randall, 
la., thirteen years ago. Johnson, who isa 
farmer, moved to Chicago recently and, de- 
string to have the body of his wife near 
him, exhumed it and shipped it here in 
a freight car along with his household goods. 
When a burial permit was applied for the 
City Health officials were puzzled, as no 
permit for the removal of the body was pre- 
sented. They supposed the death was recent 
and communicated with the State Health 
departments of lowa and Illinois. The re- 
sult was an order to disinfect the caf in 
which the body was shipped. This was done 
and the city officials issued the desired per- 
mit. Mrs. Johnson's grave is now in Mount 
Olivet Cemetery.
